WASHINGTON, Friday.—Japanese 
landings on a small scale on the 
extreme tip of the, Aleutian archi- 
pelago were announced early to-day 
from Washington.

LICENSING LAWS 
NEW BILL FORESHADOWED 


_ A bill which will amend the exist- 
ing licensing laws is shortly to be 
introduced in the Dail. Abuses which 
the Minister for Justice told the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Asso- 
ciation would have to be dealt with 
in the coming amending bill are said 
to include the bona fide traffic. 

A deputation from the Association, 
led by Mr. C. Searson (chairman), 
saw the Minister on Thursday. 

Mr. C. E. Reddin (secretary) told

were virtually surrounded. From 


‘most important result of Bir 
Hacheim’s capture will he an im- 
provement in his supply services. 
The military position, as always 
happens in desert warfare, is 
exceedingly. fluid, but so long 
as the Allies held Bir Hacheim 
they were in a position to 
harass the “ Axis ' lines of com- 
munications from the West, whereas 
henceforward that threat will be 
removed. It still is uncertain 
whether or not Marshal Rommel 
started his offensive as a major 
operation. It will be remembered 
that when General Wavell attacked 
in Libya eighteen months: ago he 
started with a strictly limited 
objective, but made such rapid and 
unexpected progress that he pushed 
on to Benghazi, more or ies 
improvising his plans as he went 
along. Is it possible that Marshal 
Rommel is in a similar positior 
to-day? According to a statement 
from Rome, the “ Axis’’ com- 
mander had no intention to open an 
offensive in the midst’ of the Libya 
summer; but learnt that General 
Auchinleck was preparing’ to 
attack and decided to forestall him. 
If this report be accurate, Marshal 
Rommel must have been surprised— 
as General Wavell was surprised in 
1940—by the apparent ease with 
which his tanks reached their early 
objectives; but it seems to be fairly 
certain now that, having outflanked 
the British, and captureec Bir 
Hacheim, he proposes to make a 
bid for either Tobruk or Bardia, 
or, possibly, both. Tank war- 
fare in the decrt is . uniike 
any other form of warfare. 
The British Prime Minister likened 
it last year to a naval battle, the 
results of which are utterly un- 
predictable; and the events of the 


| last few weeks have justified his 


description. Both sides have 
suffered heavy losses, both in men 
and in mach&jes. As in every 
other instance ‘uitherto, the attack- 
ing force has scored initial suc- 
cesses. In fact, it seems as if the 
general who attacks with tanks in- 
variably must achieve his immediate 
objectives; but the last shot has 
not yet been fired, and the British 
express complete confidence in the 
ultimate issue. From: the Allied, 
as well as from the “ Axis” point 
of view, the fighting in the Western 
desert must be co-related to the 
campaign in Southern Russia. The 
more the Germans expend in Libya 
the less they will have to expend 
against the Russians. They still 
have vast reserves of tanks and air- 
craft; but the wastage of both, as 
well as of highly trained personnel, 
must be considerable. To some 
extent, indeed, Libya may be re- 
garded as a second front. It has 
ceased long since to be merely a 

‘ side-show,"’ and such gains as 
have fallen to Marshal Rommel’s 
lot have been obtained at a severe 
cost.

From farmer’s son to President of 
the Belgian House of Representatives. 
the long way around has surely been 
taken by Dr. Frans Van Cauwelaert.

Born early in 1880 at 
Lombeek-Notre-Dame. in the Province 
of Brabant, M. Van Cauwelaert studied 
philosophy at Louvain under the direc- 
tion of Cardinal Mercier. Attaining 
the degrees of Doctor of Philosophy 
and Doctor of Laws (he also studied 
medicine and other subjects), he went 
on to complete his studies in psychology 
and experimental pedagogy at Leipzig 
and Munich.

In 1910 M. Van Cauwelaert was 
elected to Parliament, in which, with- 
out a break, he represented Antwerp's

man of Commerce, controlled the Port 
of Antwerp which. under his direction, 
enjoved a period of extraordinary 
development. For his services King

The Regency Period 


The Regency has always seemed to 
me so fascinating a period in Euro- 
pean history—the era of Napoleon's 
march on Moscow can surely only 
equalled for world-shaking events by 
our own day and hour—and even the 
early reign of Victoria, that we are not 
as informed as we might be about 
the parallel times in America, But there, 
and then even more, men were certainly 
men, and the wide open spaces very 
wide open spaces. When Lyman Beecher, 
America’s Public Preacher No. 1, 
decided that £160 a year odd provided 
little chicken feed for a truly Victorian 
family, and he accepted the Presi- 
dency of a new Presbyterian University 
the pulpit in Cincinnati, it was with 
a moral eve cocked on bringing the 
true Gospel to the West. 

The West! We, who have deemed 
ourselves yo so many centuries the 
Western outpost of civilisation, should 
take note. How inclined we are to 
forget the Middle-West as easily as 
the Middle Agés. A regrettable lapse ; 
for, apart from the fact that, had it 
not been for the Middle Ages, we 
would not be where we are to-day— 
wherever it is—America is the place 
where our seething diversities of 
religion have always been carried out 
to their logical conclusion. It has, not 
without reason, been called the melting- 
pot of the nations ; for it is also the 
reductio ad absurdum of faith. 

And if Harriet Beecher Stowe’s con- 
tribution to that community of free 
men, towards which civilisation is 
supposed to be aimed, does not 
impress us these days as much as the 
robust vitality with which she and her 
father and brothers lived—all told with 
such zest in this full-blooded bio- 
graphy—that is only because we are 
no longer able to see, as the blessed 
Victorians, in terms of black and 
white. “ “ The poor we have always 
with us.” We are conscious now of 
wage- — instead of the negro race. 
We are conscious still more of the 
sons of slavery in all of us, if only

By Patrick Kavanagh

REMEMBER reading in the newer 

New Statesman of ten years ago 

Mr. Belloc’s weekly article. He 
was always original, provocative, and 
full of ideas. The best English 
essayists are Steele, Addison, Gold- 
smi BGC ef The worst, most 
boring, ty-of-thought, is Lamb, 
To me the eave of Elia are unread- 
able—a lot of pretty words that vex 
nobody and raise no problems. Lamb 
is a bad influence and should be 
avoided by any one that wishes to 


write vitally. 

In this book of essays, which 
originally appeared as newspaper 
articles, Mr. Belloc travels and 
rambies all over Europe and the more 
spacious countries of the mind, and 
whatever he writes has the pungency, 
— and sound judgment that comes 
rom having a good esthetic and moral 
measuring stick. In the flux of 
experience the value of a dogmatic 
faith to a writer is very great. A 
standard by which he can judge a 
ery, a cathedral or a poem. 

ithout it he vacillates in the dark 
uncertainty of Time, depending on 
every chance wind of opinion that 
blows. 

In the world to-day (before this war 
made travel impossible) there are, 
roughly speaking, two sorts of 
travellers. There. are the scientific 

“scholars,” whose profane hands 
probe into every tabernacle of poetry 
and beauty, the anthropologist- archeo- 
logists to whom Wilde’s words might 
be applied : “ They know the price of 
everything and the value of nothing.” 
They are the builders of monuments 
to the new illiteracy. They are people 
who in a real civilisation would: be 
hewers of wood and cutters of turf. 

Mr. Belloc is not ome of these 
seekers of something for nothing.
